AN EXTRA SESSION

Appropriation Measure W ill Take Up 
All the Time Until March—Cur 
rency Bill Will Not Come Up Sat­ 
urday—Sibley Criticises the Presi­ 
dent’s Course. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 
9 —[Special].— 
It is now thought th a t President Cleve­ 
land will have to call an extra session, 
as all the time until March will be 
tak en up w ith appropriation bills 
T he rule to take a vote on the currency 
bill Saturday was defeated this morn­ 
ing 
and 
withdraw n. 
The 
out­ 
look 
for 
financial 
legislation 
is 
now 
very 
gloomy. 
When the de­ 
b ate on the currency bill was resum ed 
in the house yesterday,Mr. Peltzhoover 
of Pennsylvania, gave notice of an 
am endm ent. 
I t proposes a section to 
en ab le the secretary of th e treasury to 
fund th e treasury notes w hich may re­ 
m ain in circulation after Aug. I, 1895, 
w hich w ere issued under th e act of 
Feb. 25, 1S65, July ll, 1802, M arch 3, 
1803, and July 14, 1890, by issuing 
bonds to an am ount not exceeding 
$500,000,000, redeem able a t the pleas­ 
u re of the U nited States after five 
years, payable twenty-five years from 
date, w ith interest a t 3 per cent, pay­ 
able sem i-annually in gold. 
The bonds 
are to be of such denom inations, not 
less th an $50, as the secretary may de­ 
term ine upon, and to be sold a t not 
less th an par for gold or for treasury 
notes. 
Mr. Sibley (dem., Ph.) stirred up the 
house w ith a most b itter attack on the 
adm inistration and the executive, and 
w ithout form or order the debate was 
participated in by four or five mem­ 
bers a t one time. 
Finally, when order 
w as restored, Mr. Cox (dem., Tenn.) 
followed w ith a careful argum ent in 
favor of the bill. 
Mr. Stone (rep., Pa.) did not think 
th e pending bill would relieve the 
treasury and the situation, nor did he 
in fact believe th a t the retirem ent of 
all greenbacks and 
treasury notes 
w ould check the dem and for gold. 
If 
gold w ere required for commerce gold 
w ould be secured; if not from the 
treasu ry then from private holders. 
T here was no reason why there should 
be a scarcity of gold. T here was $540,- 
000,000 in gold in this country held by 
hanks 
and 
private 
holders. 
He 
thought w hat w as w anted was the 
issue of a low rate bond to tide over 
th e present emergency. 
Mr. Johnson (dem., Ohio) followed 
Mr. Sibley’s lead w ith a caustic speech 
in opposition to th e measure. 
He said 
the bill proposed to confer on banks 
w ithout lim it a rig h t th a t could only 
be conferred on a monopoly. 
I t gave 
them a monopoly or it was a failure. 
Mr. Johnson sketched a scheme by 
w hich a dishonest man, entirely w ithin 
the term s of this bill, could make 
$52,500 in tw o weeks by startin g a 
bank. 
Mr. Bland, the leader of the silver 
dem ocrats in the house, took up his 
cudgel against it. He spoke w ith great 
feeling. 
Step by step he traced th e 
course of those whom he alleged were 
carrying out a conspiracy—first the 
repeal of the silver purchase law and 
how the consum m ation of th eir plans. 
Mr. Bland predicted th a t if this bill 
became a law th a t the greenbacks 
would disappear, and to secure the 
gold standard silver would be entirely 
elim inated. 
In conclusion Mr. Bland 
protested against the bill in the nam e 
of democracy. 
Mr. Coffeen (dem., Wyo.) concluded 
th e debate for th e day in opposition to 
the bill, and a t 5 o’clock th e house 
took a recess u n til 0 o’clociv, 


pointing out a serious defect in the 
law as it passed the house. 
He called 
the attention of the com m ittee to the 
fact th a t under the law the interstate 
commerce commission was given no 
discretion in regard to approving any 
pooling contract subm itted to it by the 
railroads. 
He did not ask for a specific 
am endm ent, b u t gave th e com mittee 
to understand th e law in its present 
shape would be unsatisfactory to the 
commission. 
The senate com mittee 
w asn’t prepared to go into this m atter, 
having been given to understand th at 
the pooling bill as it passed the house 
was in every way satisfactory to the 
commission. 
Action was finally post­ 
poned u ntil next Tuesday.

P rovision to C ollect In co m e Tax. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 
9 .—The 
senate 
com m ittee on appropriations yester­ 
day authorized a favorable report on 
the urgency deficiency bill, w hich has 
been held in th e com m ittee since Dec. 
17. 
The bill, as it w ill be reported to ­ 
day, w ill carry the provision for th e 
collection of th e income tax, and it 
w ill not contain any am endm ents for 
th e alteratio n of the present tariff law, 
as a t one tim e seemed probable. 
The 
to tal appropriation made is $1,863,000, 
w hich is a reduction of $143,595 from 
th e to tal of the house bill.

nation of the party, 
which denied 
the rig h t of criticism and insisted 
upon com m itting the party w ithout 
prior consultation to movem ents which 
afterw ard it was too late to repudiate. 
He had alw ays supported and would 
continue to support Mr. M cCarthy’s 
chairm anship of the anti-P arnellite 
section of the party, and would resist 
any attem p t to defeat the governm ent 
on the address in reply to the queen's 
speech opening the com ing session of 
parliam ent. 


St. J ohns, N. F ., Jan. 
9.— A g reat 
mob of unem ployed men, made desper­ 
ate by w ant, and th eir wives and chil­ 
dren fam ished by hunger, took the law 
into th e ir own hands last evening and 
declared th a t as no work was given 
them and they could not procure food 
by fair means, they proposed to resort 
to foul m eans rath e r th an starve. 
The 
unem ployed 
assembled 
early 
in 
the 
m orning 
and 
m arched 
to 
th e 
cruiser 
Tourm aline 
to 
see 
w hat 
answ er 
the 
captain 
would make to th eir appeal. 
All he 
could do was to refer them to th e gov­ 
ernor. 
Disappointed and exasperated 
the men w ent to the governor, who 
could only m ake general promises as 
to relief m easures to be undertaken, 
and then the mob w ent to the legisla­ 
tive buildings. 
Refused admission, 
they 
b u rst 
open 
the 
doors 
and 
surged 
into 
the 
corridors. 
The 
policemen on guard w ere 
pow er­ 
less to drive th e mob 
away, and 
the few members of the legislature 
present made as "hasty an exit as possi­ 
ble. 
Police reserves were summoned 
and after a desperate struggle m anaged 
to clear the corridors. 
Again in the 
afternoon th e crowd visited the leg­ 
islative 
building, 
where 
it 
was 
m et w ith 
barricaded doors and a 
strong 
police 
force. 
The 
crowd 
by this tim e filled the w hole area 
in front of the building and was in 
a dangerous mood. 
A rush was made 
for the doors, the police w ere brushed 
aside, and many persons were injured. 
Prem ier Greene finally appeared on 
the balcony and promised th a t work 
should be given the men w ithin three 
days, and urged peace and patience. 
But 
the 
mob 
was hungry, 
and 
from 
the 
legislative 
building 
made 
for 
several 
stores, 
which 
it found empty. 
In one store in W ater 
street, however, a large quantity of 
provisions was found and confiscated. 
While the mob was looting the store 
th e police appeared, but were beaten 
back until in self defense they charged 
w ith draw n swords.

juncture the crowd was 
dis 
persed 
afte r 
four 
of 
the 
lead­ 
ers 
had 
been 
arrested. 
A 
guard 
from the Torm aline is doing patrol 
duty throughout the city, but fu rth er 
trouble is feared. 
Four men, Bussey, 
Brown, Coady aud King, the prom oters 
of th e riot, were arrested. 
The crowd 
displayed an inclination 
to attack 
th e police for the purpose of rescuing 
the prisoners, b u t the officers pre­ 
vented this by driving the mob back 
and then suddenly closing the gates. 
The police rem ained inside w ith th eir 
prisoners while the rioters surrounded 
th e premises hooting and stoning the 
officers.
